Angus, as one of the major 
beef breeds, arrived much later in 
America than its closest competi- 
tor and found a field that was 
seemingly filled. When they ar- 
rived in 1873 the red, and roans 
had been here for 90 years and 
were firmly established and ac- 
cepted as were the whitefaces who 
arrived 56 years before the Angus. 
This was not discouraging to the 
early Angus breeders who soon 
discovered that their cattle had the 
superior qualities needed to com- 
pete with the established breeds. 
Their popularity spread quickly 
and by 1900 they were well en- 
trenched as one of the major beef 
breeds

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POSSUM TROT FARMERS DRAIN WET LAND 


By Lewis W. Dameron, 

Yancey Soil Conservationist 

In spite of extreme cold weather 
several Possum Trot farmers were 
busy last February installing tile 
drainage ditches. 

Clara W. Hensley, Rex Yelton, 
and Earl C. Wilson installed 1600 
ft. of clay drain tile, which will 
drain approximately three acres of 
valuable cropland. 

This land had been previously 
drained by the use of rock and pole 
ditches, but they had stopped up 
and crop production had dropped 
way off. By installing these drain- 
age systems early, production on 
these wet areas should more than 


double the first year and increase 
even more the second year. Land 
drained immediately before a crop 
is to be planted quite often shows 
little increase in production the 
first year, due to poor soil struc- 
ture, acidity, and wire-worms 
which are usually present in wet 
soils, especially where a sod crop 
has been on the land the previous 
year. 

These replaced their 
rock and pole ditches with clay tile 
for several reasons. The main rea- 
son for using clay drain tile over 
rock and poles is that the tile 
should be permanent. Rock and 
pole ditches eventually stop up by

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Following is a statement of prin- 
ciples which Soil Conservation 
Districts regard as basic in man’s 
use of the land: 

1. God created the world, of 
of which the earth is a por- 
tion, with a purpose.

4. The family is the primary in- 
stitution. and a main objec- 
tive of soil stewardship is 
family strength and unity. A 
unique relationship exists be- 
tween the family and the use 
of the soil. 

5. In land use, efficiency is to be 
judged — not by material 
yields alone, but also by the 
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Spiritual and social values 
that benefit the individual, 
the family, and society. 


. Society has the responsibility 


to encourage and to assist the } 
stewards of land in the con- 
servation, use and treatment 
of soil with such techniques 
as will make them masters of 
their own economic destiny. 


. Stewards of the soil owe sac- 


red duties and obligations to 
God, to the community, and 
to humanity.
